"Xander Fever" has indis¬ 
criminately infected tens of 
thousands, who were practi¬ 
cally in tears over the results 
of the third game. 

Undoubtedly, it was one of 
the tensest most suspensefiil 
ball games many fans have 
ever expenenced, much of 
which may be due to the de¬ 
cisions of home plate umpire 
Jim Joyce.

Fishponds: Tliose mast 
delightful of water features 
can be home to more tlian 
just yaur fish. Mosquitoes 
find this ta he an ideal breed¬ 
ing ground, especially if the 
pond IS in a stale af disuse 
This cannot only increase the 
local mosquito population, 
but It also makes you very 
unpopular with your neigh¬ 
bors 

Swimming pools: Mast 
af tlie time, tins isn't a prob¬ 
lem when the pool is main¬ 
tained But when a pool is 
neglected, it b ecames a large 
p ool a f stagnant water, and it 
becomes a large breeding 
ground for mosquitoes as 
well 

Containers: Kids leave 
them out, and so do you 
Whether they're your boy's 
dump truck,, empty flower 
p 0 ts, wh e elb arra ws, littl e 
plastic buckets, tlieruleis tlie 
same: If it can hold water for 
more than a few days, it can 
be a breeding ground for 
mosquitoes. 

Old tires: Most people 
don't realise how p erfect this 
is for mosquitoes. People 
leave their old tires outside, 
they catch rain, and it's al¬ 
most impossible to empty out 
all the water inside (seriously, 
have you tried? Not an easy 


task). If even a little water is 
left, that's enough for mos¬ 
quitoes to breed in 

Clogged rain gutta^: It 
happens every year. The trees 
lose their leaves, dropping 
them onto your roof and tlie 
yearly rains drop the leaves 
into your gutter, creating little 
pools of standing water 
above your heads. They last 
longer than you realise, and 
when mosquito season comes 
ai'ound, they have the perfect 
place to breed. 

Bird bath: They're pretty, 
they attract birds...and mos¬ 
quito e s, un fa rtunately S o lu- 
tioii Tins is pretty easy All 
you really have to do is agi¬ 
tate the water that's inside of 
the bird bath every few days 
In plain English: Wash it out 
with your hose! 

Tlie Department of Public 
Health is reminding everyone 
that the campaign 
dubbed. .'’Sin cnadero no tin 
sangura, sin sangura no tin 
dengue,” C^Witlioulmosquito 
hatcheries there are no mos¬ 
quitoes, and witliout mosqui¬ 
toes there is no Dengue”) is 
ongoing. Tire Department’s 
pnmary focus is on providing 
infonnation regarding tlie 
Dengue disease, its effects and 
what to do in the event you get 
the disease. However, their 
major focus is on prevention!

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Obama ’aware of Merkel

BERLIN (AFP) - US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama was per¬ 
sonally informed of phone 
tapping against German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
which may have begun as 
early as 2002, according to 
media reports stoking anger 
over a spiralling espionage 
scandal. 

Bild am Sonntag newspa¬ 
per quoted US intelligence 
sources as saying that Na¬ 
tional Security Agency chief 
Keith Alexander had briefed 
Obama on the operation 
against Merkel in 2010. 

"Obama did not halt the 
operation but rather let it con¬ 
tinue,"' the newspaper quoted 
a lugh-ranking NS A offiaal 
as saying 

But NS A spokeswoman 
Vanee'Vines, in Washington, 
flatly denied the claims. 

Alexander "did not discuss 
with President Obama in 
201D an alleged foreign intel- 
hgence operation involving 


German Chancellor Merkel, 
nor has he ever discussed al¬ 
leged operations involving 
Chancellor Merkel/ Vines 
said 

■News reports claiming 
otherwise are not true,' she 
added. News weekly Der 
Spiegel reported that leaked 
NS A documents showed that 
Merkel's phone had appeared 
on a list of spying targets 
since 2D02, and was still 
under surveillance weeks be¬ 
fore Obama visited Berlin in 
June. 

As a sense of betrayal 
spread in many world capi¬ 
tes allegedly monitored by 
the NS A, European leaders 
were calling for a new deal 
with Waslungton on intelli¬ 
gence gathering that would 
maintain an essential alliance 
while keeping the fight 
against terronsm on track.

Warhol became tlie Vel¬ 
vets' manager in 1965, and 
they provided music for his 
multimedia roadshow the Ex¬ 
ploding Plastic Inevitable, 
and became the house band at 
his famed New York studio, 
Tlie Factory. 

P.eed became not only 


rock's most famous chrom- 
cler of city life, but had an in¬ 
delible influence on 
generations of rock bands 
such as REM, Nirvana and 
Sonic Youth, among many 
others. 

One such artist, Lenny 
Kravitx, led the tnbutes on 
Twitter 

"Lou, rest in peace on tlie 
wild side," he tweeted, while 
Hollywood stars also wrote 
me s s age s o f co ndo 1 ence. 

P^.eed left the Velvets m 
1970 and among his best- 
known works was "Walk on 
the Wild Side," an ode to the 
under^ound sex- and dnig-fri- 
eled lifestyle of a cross- 
dresser, wim explosive lyncs, 
an unforeettable drum-and- 
bass shuffle and controversial 
"colored girls' backup singers. 

The Velvet Underground 
was inducted into the P^ock 
said Roll Hall of Fame in 1996.

Iran hangs 16 in reprisal for Pakistan 
border killings 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Iran said it 
executed 16 “rebels” Saturday 
in reprisal after gunmen killed 
at least 14 border guards near 
the border witil Pakistan, in a 
nigged area often rocked by 
violence 

Tlie ambush was staged 
overnight in the mountains of 
Sistan-Brduchestau, a province 
in southeastern Iran. 

The province is home to a 
large community of minority 
Sunni Muslims, unlike the rest 
of Slnite-dominated Iran, 
where drug traffickers and 
Sunni militants operate. 

Th e nnname d so urce i d enU - 
fled the gumnen as "bandits or

Stroke affecting ever younger people: 


rch 


PARIS (AFP^ - Ever younger 
people are suffenng strokes, 
according to two studies pub¬ 
lished on Hiursday that 
warned death, disability and 
illness fi'om strokes could dou¬ 
ble by 2030, partly due to un¬ 
healthy lifestyles. 

Tlierehad been a 25 percent 
increase in the number of 
strokes among tliose aged be¬ 
tween 20 and 64 over the past 
2D years - now making up 31 
percent of the total compared 
to 25 percent before 1990, said 
the studies in The Lancet med¬ 
ical journal. 

Under-75'E now account for 
62 percent of new strokes, 45 
pei'cent of deaths, and 72 per¬ 
cent of illness and disabili^ 

The researchers found that 
more than 33,ODO people aged 
2D and younger suffered 


strokes every year - about 0 5 
percent of tiie total. 

And they warned the sin ft in 
stroke burden towards younger 
people would continue unless 
urgent steps are taken to get 
people to improve unhealthy 
lifestyles - mainly by reducing 
consumption of salt, calories, 
alcohol and tobacco 
Hiey showed that in 2010, 
61.5 percent of disability and 
51.7 percent of deaths were 
caused by haemorrhagic 
strokes - winch occur when a 
weakened blood vessel rup¬ 
tures and IS mainly caused by 
high blood pressure- and un¬ 
healthy lifestyles. 

"Most affected ai'e people 
younger than 75 years and 
those hving in low-income and 
middle-income countries 
where incidence of haem or-

New technology to block 
spying on Swiss ministers 


GENEVA (AFP) - Switzerland 
will soon roll out a new lech- 
nology to better sbeld oominu- 
m cations witiun tlie 
goveninient from prying eyes, 
Preaidenl Ueli Maurer said in 
an interview published Sunday. 

“We will introduce a new 
technology mtlie coming days 
or weeks, (which) will im¬ 
prove security in the govern¬ 
ment," Maurer told the 
Schweiz am Sountag weekly 

Refusing to provide more 
details on what the new tedi- 
nology consisted of and how it 
would work, Maurer said the 
decision to deploy it was made 
before die latest reports of US 
spying on world leaders. 

Those reports, including al¬ 
legations tliat Waslungton has 
been tapping German Chan¬ 



cellor Angela Merkel's mobile 
phone, made dear "whatmtel- 
hgence agencies ai'e capable 
of today, and that apparently 
anyone who is interesting 
must expect eavesdropping," 
he said. 

In a separate internew in 
the SonntagsZeitung weekly, 
Maurer warned tliat the scan¬ 
dal lisked "undennining con¬ 
fidence between states". 

"We dont know if we're 
only seeing tlie tip of the ice¬ 
berg or if other governments 
ai'e acting in the same mthless 
manner,* he said 

Manrei' said that Swiss min¬ 
isters have always been cau¬ 
tious about their 
communications and mobile 
phones are banned from all 
government meetings 
For sensitive calls, "1 do it 
on alandlme, winch is consid¬ 
ered less nsky" he told 
Schweiz am Sonntag, adding 
that ministers try as far as pos¬ 
sible to discuss sensitive is¬ 
sues in person and not over 
the phone. 

Maurer said he rarely uses 
his mobile phone, and only for 
personal calls. 

The Swiss president said 
there was so fai' was no evi¬ 
dence of US spying on him or 
otlier members of the govern¬ 
ment, and a-ckn owl edged they 
were likely far less interesting 
to spy on than Merkel 
But he added, “I wouldn't 
rule anything out today"

Anti-NSA protest calls for end to US spying

eral thousand protesters gath¬ 
ered Saturday in Waslungton 
to demand a new American 
law Imuting the National Se¬ 
curity Agency's suiveillance 
programs seen as encroaching 
on pnvate life. 

The protest comes anud a 
widemng scandal revealing 


sweeping US suiveillance on 
the COmmunications of ordi¬ 
nary citizens and global lead¬ 
ers tliat has sparked outrage 
worldwide. 

Exactly 12 years to the day 
after Congress passed the Pa¬ 
triot Act to expand anti-terror 
intelligence gatiiering m the 
wake of the September 11 at¬ 


tacks, tlie protesters called for 
an end to "mass spying." 

"Hey hey, ho ho, the NS A 
has got to go," chanted the pro¬ 
testers, estimated to number 
4,500 people according to or- 
gamzers. 

They handed to Congress an 
online petition signed by 
575,000 people urging law- 


mal^ers to “reveal the full ex¬ 
tent of the NSA's spying pro¬ 
grams." 

Trevor Tminx 2S, of tlie dig¬ 
ital rights group Electroiuc 
Frontier Foundation, said Sat¬ 
urday was the first time since 
tlie NS A crisis broke out that 
people had come together to 
defend their pnvacy.

to travel; report 


GENEVA (AFP) - As a United 
States hunt fortes evaders and 
their accomplices gaim; mc- 
meutum, many Swiss batikers 
are afraid to go abro ad for fear 
of arrest, one business leader 
said 111 an interview published 
Sunday 

“In my opituon, some 1,000 
Swiss banl^ers no longer dare 
to go to the United Slates, or 
even travel abroad," Martin 
Naville, Uiehead of the Swiss- 
Aniencan Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, was quoted as saying 
by Le Matin Dimanche 
weekly. 

Swiss banks and industry 
representatives are increas¬ 
ingly cautiomng bankers who 
have worked with US clients 
to refrain from travelling out¬ 
side Switzerland, the paper re¬ 
ported. 

Swiss baiiks are believed to 
have accepted tens of billions 
of undeclaied doUai's from US 
icitizens, though they now re- 
hise such money, and a num¬ 
ber of banks are under US 
investigation. 

The US has not made public

probing, but according to Le 
Matin Ehmanche, about 30 
names ai'e on tlie list. 

Recently however, “the 
United States has proven it can

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Music impresario Quincy 
Jones, credited widi producing 
some of Michael Jackson's 
biggest hits, has sued die late 
smger's estate for $10 miUioa 
court documents showed on 
Saturday. 

Jones filed a breach-of-con- 
tract lawsuit in connection 
with pro] e cts rel ease d after tlie 
singer's dearth, according to a 
California court filing 

The suit agamst Sony Music 
Enteitaimnent and MJJ Pro¬ 
ductions, a song company con- 
tiolled by Jackson's estate, was 
filed Friday in Los Angeles. 

It alleges that Jones has not 
been compensated for the 
posthumously released “Tins 
Is It" Jackson conceit film and 
album, Michael Jackson 
Cirque du Soleil productions, 
and a 25th anniversary edition 
of tlie late pop icon's "Bad" 
album. 

Court papers said the estate, 
after Jackson's deatli in June 
2009, "began commercially re¬ 
leasing new audio and audio¬ 
visual works without regal'd to 
the tenns" of agreements 
worked out earlier witli Jones. 

The Jackson estate, in a 
statement issued by one o f its 
attorneys, Howard Weitzman, 
said it was "saddened to leain 
that Quincy Jones has filed a 
lawsuit seeking money" firom 
the King of Pop's remaming 
holdings. 

"To the best of its knowl¬ 
edge, Mr Jones has been ap¬ 
propriately compensated over 
approximately 25 years for Ins 
work with Michael," Weitz- 
man said. 

Jones, one of US pop music's 
most influential behind-the- 
scenes figures as a composer, 
an'anger, conductor, and record 
company executive, has 
worked with legends firom 
Jackson to Fiank Sinatra and 
Bai'bra Streisand 

He won 27 Grammy Awards 
during a half century m the 
music busmess, and produced 
Jackson's biggest Ints, melud¬ 
ing “Off the Wall," "Ttiriller" 
and “Bad."
